This  timely  and  provocative  book 
examines  a  fundamental  shift  in 
contemporary  Western  thought:  the 
replacement  of  the  traditional 
dualistic  and  hierarchical  model  of 
reality  by  a  holistic  one.  Betty  Jean 
Craige  traces  the  emergence  of  this 
new  paradigm  to  Charles  Darwin, 
whose  evolutionary  theory  exploded 
the  idea  of  a  fixed  natural  hierarchy 
and  opened  the  way  for  a  more 
egalitarian  vision  of  human  society 
as  an  evolving  system  of  interdepen- 
dent individuals  and  cultures. 

Since  Darwin's  time,  Craige 
argues,  there  has  been  an  ongoing 
struggle  in  the  West  between  these 
two  conceptions  of  order,  a  clash 
that  in  recent  years  has  manifested 
itself  in  volatile  debates  over  sexual 
and  racial  equality,  censorship, 
multiculturalism,  "political  correct- 
ness," the  undergraduate  curricu- 
lum, and  the  environment. 

Craige  analyzes  each  of  these 
controversies  and  shows  how  they 
are  at  root  reflective  of  the  intellec- 
tual revolution  that  began  more 
than  a  century  ago.  In  one  chapter 
she  discusses  the  fundamentalist 
assault  on  Salman  Rushdie;  in 
another,  the  quarrel  involving 
Robert  Mapplethorpe  and  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 
In  still  another  she  explores  the 
powerful  conservative  backlash 
against  the  perceived  threat  to 
Western  values,  comparing  it  to  the 
creationist  attack  on  Darwin  in  the 
late  nineteenth  century.

To  teachers  of  African- American 
history,  August  Meier  is  well 
respected  as  a  first-rank  scholar  and 
editor.  But  few  people  are  aware  of 
his  formative  experiences  in  the  two 
decades  following  World  War  II,  as 
a  white  professor  teaching  at  black 
colleges  and  as  an  activist  in  the  civil 
rights  movement.  This  volume 
brings  together  sixteen  of  his  essays 
written  between  1945  and  1965. 
Meier  has  added  a  substantial 
introduction,  reflecting  on  those 
years  and  setting  the  context  in 
which  the  essays  were  written.  John 
H.  Bracey,  Jr.,  contributes  an  after- 
word which  speaks  to  the  unique- 
ness of  Meier's  experience  among 
historians  of  African-American 
studies. 

The  essays  range  from  an  analysis 
of  the  work  of  black  sociologists  in 
the  twentieth  century  to  an  exami- 
nation of  race  relations  at  predomi- 
nantly black  colleges  in  the  1950s, 
to  case  studies  of  nonviolent  direct 
action  in  which  Meier  participated 
during  the  early  1960s.  Of  particu- 
lar interest  is  an  account  of  his 
debate  with  Malcolm  X  at  Morgan 
State  College  in  1962,  in  which 
Malcolm  X  made  the  case  for  black 
nationalism  and  Meier  defended  the 
integrationist  position. 

Collected  for  the  first  time,  these 
essays  provide  a  novel  perspective 
on  the  early  years  of  the  civil  rights 
movement  and  on  the  experience  of 
historically  black  colleges  such  as 
Tougaloo,  Fisk,  and  Morgan  State.

Postmodernism,  Intellectuals, 
and  the  Gulf  War 
Christopher  Norris 

Shortly  after  the  cessation  of 
hostihties,  Jean  Baudrillard  pub- 
hshed  an  article  entitled  "The  Gulf 
War  Has  Not  Taken  Place,"  in 
which  he  argued  that  since  the 
conflict  had  been  a  "hyperreal" 
event,  a  product  of  superinduced 
media  illusion  and  saturation  TV 
coverage,  nobody  could  be  in  a 
position  to  know  whether  the  war 
had  actually  occurred.  Moreover, 
there  was  something  like  a  duty  to 
abandon  such  naively  realist  beliefs, 
since  in  Baudrillard's  view  "the  true 
belligerents  are  those  who  thrive  on 
the  ideology  of  the  truth  of  this 
war." 

It  is  in  response  to  Baudrillard 
and  other  proponents  of  the  so- 
called  postmodern  condition  that 
Christopher  Norris  offers  this 
extended  polemical  essay.  He  argues 
that  their  stance  is  both  politically 
disabling  and  philosophically 
confused;  that  it  rests  on  a  wholly 
unwarranted  skepticism  with  regard 
to  the  claims  of  enlightened  critique; 
that  there  exist  more  cogent  alterna- 
tive theories  of  truth,  language, 
ideology,  and  representation;  and 
that  postmodernism  is  best  under- 
stood as  a  symptom  of  the  deep 
cultural  malaise  that  marked  many 
responses  to  the  Gulf  War. 

Norris's  book  combines  a  vigor- 
ous critique  of  these  modish  ideas 
with  a  strong  counterargument 
grounded  in  the  values  of  reasoned 
inquiry  and  open  exchange.  He 
offers  incisive  commentary  on  the 
work  of  Derrida,  Lyotard,  Foucault, 
and  other  influential  French  theo- 


rists and  on  the  American  neo- 
pragmatist  school  represented  by 
Richard  Rorty  and  Stanley  Fish. 
While  careful  to  remark  the  differ- 
ences between  them,  Norris  finds 
many  of  these  thinkers  adopting  an 
"end-of-ideology"  rhetoric  that  has 
also  been  revived  by  Francis 
Fukuyama  and  other  celebrants  of 
United  States  hegemony  in  the  guise 
of  a  "New  World  Order." 

Aligning  himself  most  closely  with 
Habermas,  Chomsky,  Eagleton,  and 
the  tradition  of  enlightened  dissident 
critique,  Norris  here  offers  an 
impassioned  defense  of  the  modern 
intellectual's  continuing  role  as  critic 
of  real-world  politics  and  govern- 
ment. Uncritical  Theory  is  a  timely 


challenge  to  much  of  what  passes 
for  radical  thinking  in  an  age  of 
postmodern  commodity  culture.

A  nationally  acclaimed  poet,  Robert 
Francis  continued  to  write  and 
receive  recognition  for  his  work 
right  up  until  his  death  in  1987  at 
age  eighty-five.  His  honors  include 
the  Prix  de  Rome  given  by  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Letters,  the  Shelley  Award  of  the 
Poetry  Society  of  America,  and  the 
Brandeis  Creative  Arts  Award.  In 
1984,  the  Academy  of  American 
Poets  presented  him  with  its 
$10,000  fellowship  for  "distin- 
guished poetic  achievement." 

The  fifty-six  poems  in  this 
collection  were  gathered  from  what 
Francis  wrote  in  the  last  decade  of 
his  life  and  from  earlier  work  not 
reproduced  in  Collected  Poems, 
1936-1976.

This  edition,  which 
contains  two  photographic  portraits 
of  the  poet,  was  produced  directly 
from  the  Fort  Juniper  limited 
edition.

The  stories  in  this  memorable 
collection  explore  the  rigors  of  life 
in  northern  Michigan,  a  harsh 
terrain  where  winters  linger, 
marriages  often  fail,  and  the  emo- 
tional climate  can  be  as  severe  as  the 
physical  one.  Jack  Driscoll  writes 
about  ordinary  working-class  people 
struggling  to  get  along  as  best  they 
can.  With  remarkable  control,  he 
portrays  the  uncertainty  and 
impulsiveness  of  boys  on  the  edge  of 
manhood,  the  loneliness  of  women 
cut  off  from  their  families,  and  the 
ambivalence  and  anger  of  men  who 
have  come  to  see  that  love  is  neither 
simple  nor  secure. 

In  the  title  story,  three  boys  in  the 
dead  of  winter  test  their  theory  that 
it  should  be  possible  to  swim 
underwater  from  one  ice-fishing  hole 
to  the  next.  In  "Pig  and  Lobsters"  a 
son  watches  his  father  plan  a  fancy 
dinner  for  a  date  who  never  arrives, 
the  father's  anticipation  turning  to 
rage  as  the  evening  unfolds.  "August 
Sales"  tells  the  story  of  a  census 
worker  with  a  chronic  sleepwalking 
disorder  who  is  haunted  by  his 
wife's  decision  to  leave  him.  In 
"Death  Parts,"  a  father  and  son  go 
hunting  and  bag  a  bear,  but  must 
give  it  up  in  trade  for  auto  parts 
when  their  car  breaks  down  on  the 
ride  home.  The  protagonist  of 
"Devotion,"  a  woman  recovering 
from  dental  surgery,  finds  herself 


holding  a  gun  on  a  young  intruder 
who  has  broken  into  her  house.  In 
each  story,  Driscoll  masterfully 
conveys  the  fragility  of  human 
contact  and  the  complex  topography 
of  the  heart.

One  ot  the  most  celebrated  hving 
French  writers.  Marguerite  Duras  is 
renowned  for  her  provocative  and 
hauntingly  beautiful  works  of 
fiction,  drama,  and  cinema.

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Gather,  Canon,  and  the 
PoHtics  of  Reading 

Deborah  Carlin 

What  makes  Willa  Gather  such  an 
anomaly  in  American  hterature,  and 
why  are  her  late  fictions  so  rarely 
read  in  high  school  and  university 
classrooms?  What  is  it  exactly  that 
renders  them  unclassifiable  in  the 
prevailing  critical  assessments  of 
Gather's  work?  Why,  in  other 
words,  are  these  writings  so  difficult 
to  interpret? 

Deborah  Garlin  addresses  these 
and  other  questions  by  examining 
the  ways  in  which  certain  reading 
communities  have  placed — or,  more 
often,  ignored — Gather's  complex 
and  unsettling  post-1925  fiction 
within  canonical  formulations. 
Employing  interpretive  strategies 
drawn  from  narratology,  feminism, 
and  deconstruction,  Garlin  focuses 
on  five  female-centered  late  fictions: 
My  Mortal  Enemy  (1926),  Shadows 
on  the  Rock  (1931),  "Old  Mrs. 
Harris"  in  Obscure  Destinies 
(1932),  Lucy  Gayheart  {1935),  and 
Sapphira  and  the  Slave  Girl  (1940). 
She  argues  that  Gather's  later  works 
have  been  largely  overlooked  for 
two  reasons:  they  confound  reader 
expectations  by  revising  conven- 
tional fictional  forms;  and  they  raise 
troubling  questions  about  race, 
class,  sexuality,  and  power,  espe- 
cially with  regard  to  women. 

What  makes  Garlin's  work 
distinctive,  besides  its  focus  on 
Gather's  most  problematic  writings, 
is  its  theoretical  approach  to  issues 
of  narrative  and  gender.  Rather  than 


chart  Gather's  intellectual  biography 
through  the  texts,  as  others  have 
done,  Garlin  shows  how  the  late 
fictions  reflect  self-conscious 
experimentation  with  narrative  form 
and,  at  the  same  time,  reveal  ambig- 
uous, sometimes  contradictory, 
feminist  impulses.

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The  Past  in  Ruins 

Tradition  and  the  Critique 
of  Modernity 
David  Gross 

What  is  the  fate  of  tradition  in  the 
modern  world?  Once  a  vital  source 
of  social  cohesion  and  continuity, 
many  traditions  in  the  West  today 
seem  to  have  been  undermined  or  to 
have  disappeared  altogether.  Some 
observers  regard  this  erosion  of  past 
values  and  practices  as  a  disaster, 
the  root  cause  of  contemporary 
spiritual  and  social  decay.  Others 
see  the  same  phenomenon  as 
emancipatory,  making  possible  new 
ways  of  living  and  new  modes  of 
cultural  expression. 

The  Past  in  Ruins  engages  and 
extends  this  debate  beyond  these 
two  perspectives.  Neither  a  nostalgic 
lament  for  a  "world  we  have  lost" 
nor  a  celebration  of  the  decline  of 
tradition,  the  book  offers  a  descrip- 
tion of  what  has  disappeared  and 
why,  an  appraisal  of  what  has 
survived  and  how,  and  a  discussion 
of  what  to  do  with  tradition  now 
that  it  no  longer  serves  the  integra- 
tive function  it  once  did. 

In  David  Gross's  view,  the 
collapse  of  tradition,  though  real, 
can  easily  be  exaggerated.  Many 
traditions  have  survived  at  the 
margins  of  social  life;  others  have 
been  reconstituted  in  new  forms,  or 
have  persisted  as  "fragments"  or 
"residues."  Yet,  though  vestiges  of 
tradition  remain,  they  have  come  to 
represent  something  strange  or 
"other."  According  to  Gross,  it  is 
precisely  this  quality  of  otherness 
that  makes  tradition  especially 
valuable,  for  today  tradition  can  do 
what  it  has  rarely  done  before.  It 
can  disturb  and  unsettle,  it  can  force 


us  to  rethink  the  "givens"  of 
modern  life,  and  it  can  reconnect 
us  with  many  of  the  past's  "lost" 
or  undeveloped  possibilities.

Daniel  Shanahan 

This  engaging  interdisciplinary  study 
examines  the  emergence,  rise,  and 
decline  of  individualism  as  a  central 
feature  of  the  Western  world  view. 
Building  on  research  into  the 
concept  of  self,  Daniel  Shanahan 
argues  that  the  seeds  of  individual- 
ism— "that  system  of  beliefs  in 
which  the  individual  becomes  the 
final  arbiter  of  truth" — were  sown 
in  ancient  civilizations  where 
subjective  consciousness  first  became 
apparent.  He  then  traces  the 
evolution  of  the  Western  self- 
concept  through  its  various  histori- 
cal representations:  the  "analog 
self"  of  the  Greeks  and  Hebrews; 
the  "authorized  self"  of  Augustine 
and  the  Christian  era;  and  the 
"empowered  self"  of  modernity. 

In  Shanahan's  view,  the  current 
collapse  of  individualism  reflects 
growing  skepticism  about  the 
capacity  of  the  self  alone  to  deter- 
mine truth.  These  doubts  can  be 
attributed  in  part  to  the  inherent 
tensions  of  a  self-referential  episte- 
mology  and  in  part  to  the  increasing 
alienation  of  the  individual  from 
modern  society. 

In  a  final  chapter,  Shanahan 
draws  on  cross-cultural  and  anthro- 
pological studies  of  non-Western 
cultures  to  show  that  alternatives  to 
the  individualistic  paradigm  not 
only  exist,  but  may  already  signal 
the  advent  of  a  new  world  view 


based  on  the  recognition  of  human 
interdependence.

The  War  for  American 
Independence  in  Maine 

James  S.  Leamon 

In  the  late  eighteenth  century,  the 
area  that  would  become  the  state  of 
Maine  was  still  part  of  Massachu- 
setts— a  colony  of  a  colony  within 
the  sprawling  British  empire.  This 
first  comprehensive  account  of  the 
Revolution  "downeast"  is  the  story 
of  a  people  initially  too  preoccupied 
with  day-to-day  survival  to  pay 
much  attention  to  the  rising  temper 
of  imperial  controversy. 

When  war  did  erupt,  many  Maine 
colonists  hoped  that  their  geographi- 
cal isolation  and  the  presence  of 
Native  tribes — many  of  which  were 
long-standing  British  foes — would 


protect  them  from  royal  forces  in 
nearby  Nova  Scotia.  But  this  was 
not  to  be.  Soon  enemy  privateers 
plundered  the  region's  coastal 
settlements  and  shipping,  and  in 
1779  the  British  established  a  base 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Penobscot  River. 
Heartened  by  the  British  presence, 
local  loyalists  sprang  into  action  and 
transformed  a  revolution  into  a 
bitter  civil  war. 

For  Maine,  as  for  many  other 
areas  of  the  rebelling  colonies,  the 
struggle  with  England  proved  to  be 
a  divisive  ordeal  that  heightened 
prewar  social,  economic,  and 
political  differences.  James  S. 
Leamon  discusses  Maine's  revolu- 
tionary experience  in  the  context  of 
other  conflicted  regions — Georgia, 
Long  Island,  Maryland's  Delmarva 
Peninsula,  and  the  Carolina 
backcountry — where  disrupted 
economies,  British  incursions,

The  first  comprehensive  history  of 
criminal  law  in  early  New  England, 
this  book  traces  the  development  of 
Puritan  legal  thinking  from  the  time 
of  settlement  to  the  political  reorga- 
nization of  the  1690s. 

Edgar  J.  McManus  draws  on 
hundreds  of  statutes  and  thousands 
of  court  cases  to  show  how  seven- 
teenth-century New  Englanders 
struck  a  unique  balance  between  the 
claims  of  the  state  and  the  rights  of 
the  individual.  Not  only  did  they 
place  limits  on  governmental  power 
far  more  explicit  than  the  vague 
strictures  of  English  common  law, 
they  also  anticipated  by  nearly  a 
century  and  a  half  most  of  the  key 
guarantees  in  the  United  States  Bill 
of  Rights.  These  included  proscrip- 
tions against  unreasonable  search  or 
seizure,  double  jeopardy,  self- 
incrimination,  and  cruel  or  barba- 
rous punishment,  as  well  as  the  right 


to  bail,  grand  jury  indictment,  trial 
by  jury,  and  the  right  to  confront 
one's  accusers. 

Unlike  previous  studies  of  Puritan 
legal  history,  which  focus  almost 
exclusively  on  Massachusetts, 
McManus's  work  covers  all  the 
New  England  colonies.  By  extending 
his  analysis  to  Rhode  Island  and 
other  communities  outside  the  Bay 
Colony,  the  author  is  able  to 
compare  the  views  of  early  New 
Englanders  on  a  wide  range  of 
religious,  social,  and  political 


concerns,  from  cursing  a  parent  to 
conspiring  against  the  government 
or  consorting  with  the  devil.

Although  current  theory  has  dis- 
credited the  idea  of  a  coherent,  tran- 
scendent self,  Shakespeare's  charac- 
ters still  make  themselves  felt  as  a 
presence  for  readers  and  viewers 
alike.

The  power  of  Herman  Melville's 
fiction  owes  much  to  his  literary 
voice — a  protean  speaking  presence 
brought  to  life  by  innovative  and 
masterful  rhetoric.

Hermeneutics  and  Rhetoric 
Bruce  Krajewski 

A  bold  venture  into  the  realm  of 
contemporary  literary  theory,  this 
book  takes  as  its  point  of  departure 
"the  nexus  between  philosophical 
hermeneutics  and  rhetoric"  that 
Hans-Georg  Gadamer  discusses  in 
his  writings.  But  rather  than  simply 
explicating  Gadamer's  theoretical 
insights,  Bruce  Krajewski  applies 
them  to  a  series  of  discrete  texts, 
from  Jan  Steen's  painting  Rhetori- 
cians at  a  Window,  to  Shakespeare's 
Coriolanus,  to  the  postmodernist 
film  Brazil. 

In  the  course  of  his  readings, 
Krajewski  explores  the  complex 
relationship  between  truth-telling 
and  lying,  being  and  non-being, 
clarity  and  obscurity,  the  fixed  and 
the  unstable,  the  extraordinary  and 
the  commonplace.  Underlying  these 
dichotomies  is  an  even  more  funda- 
mental opposition  between  two 
approaches  to  language  and  dis- 
course. One  is  the  way  of  philoso- 
phy and  linguistics,  where  the  ob- 
jective is  to  reduce  language  to  its 
purest  logical  form.  The  other  is  the 
way  of  hermeneutics  and  rhetoric, 
where  the  aim  is  to  preserve  the 
multifariousness  of  discourse  as  it 
occurs  concretely  in  everyday  life. 
Krajewski's  goal  throughout  is  to 
underscore  the  extent  to  which 
understanding  is  not  a  private  but  a 
social  act.  For  meaning,  he  argues, 
can  never  be  divorced  from  lived 
experience.

This  study  explores  the  theme  of 
exile  in  the  literary  career  of  V.  S. 
Naipaul,  approaching  the  subject 
from  two  perspectives:  as  an  idea 
that  recurs  in  Naipaul's  writings  and 
as  a  personal  experience  that  has 
shaped  his  vision  of  the  world.
